night declared that no personal at- 
tacks against Governor Smith, the 
democratic presidential candidate, have 
been made “either with the sanction 


er authority or knowledge” of the 


committee. 

The national committee head 
that he wished to denounce the ‘‘dis- 
gusting types of periodical articles 
and anonymous publications directed 
against the two presidential candi- 
dates.”” Some of them are ‘so scur- 
rilous,” he added, that he did not, wish 
to show them as an exhibit, and “they 
must disgust any decent American.” 

“Once and for all,” Dr. Work de- 
clared, “I denounce all such activities 
as vicious and beyond the pale of de- 
cent campaigning. In saying this I 
am merely reiterating the policy which 
I announced at the outset of the cam- 
paign.” 

Chairman Work, in his statement. 
charged that the personal attacks had 
been made against Herbert Hoover, 
the republican’ standard bearer, 
through “letters sent by presumably 
responsible persons in the opposition 
under seal of confidence but intended 
to start a whispering campaign.” 
Some of these, he added, have been 
broadcast in certain sections of the 
country, “under the protection and 
privilege of congressional frank.” 

“These periodical articles and 
anonymous materials about the re- 
publican candidate are equally seur- 
rulous and false.” 

The republicans, the committee 
chairman continued, ‘do not want to 
win votes on tactics that are opposed 
to every standard and tradition of 
our party.” These tactics are “equal- 
ly harmful,” he added, “‘to the candi- 
date maligned and to his opponent 
and constitute an offense against pub- 
lic morals.” 

There may be no law, he declared, 
“to prevent their issue but they are 
an offense to common decency and 
every true American should and will 
resent such tactics. I wish to de- 
nounce these and similar utterances 
or statements that may have appeared 
or that may subsequently appear from 
whatever source and irrespective of 
which candidate they attempt. to 
malign. 

“There are real and fundamental 
issues in this contest and vital princi- 
ples of government are at stake. These 
immaterial utterances of foolish ex- 
tremists on either side should not be 
used to obscure the real issues.” 

Dr. Work concluded that the repub- 
licans submit cause to the voters upon 
the “character and capacity” of its 
candidates and the party record and 
“repudiate and resent malignant and 
undercover methods either to elect or 
defeat a candidate for the presidency 
‘of the United States.”

Fired upon from the darkness outside 
as he stood in the pulpit of the Heb- 
ron Baptist church at Bustall, on the 
outskirts of Bessemer, tlie Rev. A.

Neither the iden- 
tity of the assassin nor the motive 
for the shooting had been determined 
late tonight.

V oice From Grave Rises in Protest 


Against the “‘Political Ecclesiast’’ 


(From Asheville, N. C. Citizen.) 

A rate document of unusual historic 
interest has found its way to the edi- 
torial rooms of the Citizen. It was 
discovered in the files of the Mobile, 
Ala., Times of Oetober 20, 1865, which 
paper copied it from the New York 
Times of September 21, 1865. The 
author was Dr. C. K. Marshall, of 
Mississippi, one of the most famous 
of all the Southern Methodist minis- 
ters. 


While it bears on the question of 
the organic reunion of the Northern 
and Southern Methodist churches, it 
contains other matter that is pecu- 
liarly applicable to these times, and 
for this reason it is being reproduced 
in the Citizen. 


Dr. Marshall was one of that coterie 
of remarkable men that New England 
gave to the south before the war, one 
of the men who with Bishop Soule and 
Dr. Winens, of: Mississippi, and Jef- 
ferson Hamilton, of Alabama, and 
others typed Southern Methodism. 


Yellow Fever Hero. 


In 1836 Dr. Marshall married 
Amanda Vick, daughter of the founder 
of Vicksburg, and they made that 
city their home. But he continued his 
ministerial work, zeal and energy to 
the end of his days. Much of his life 
was spent in helping those in distress. 
He passed through 13 yellow fever 
epidemics, ministering night and day 
to the sick and dying, and was espe- 
cially active during the great epidemic 
of 1878. Few, of any, have ever known 
such heroism and _ self-sacrifice in 
times of distress and danger. During 
the war of 1861-65 he devoted himself 
with untiring energy to the sick and 
wounded in the field. To him the 
Confederate government was indebted 
for its system of depots and hospitals 
and for its,factory for making wooden 
legs, the model of which he drew up. 
He gave wuch attention to the “negro 
problem.” In 1880 he delivered an ad- 
dress before the board of directors of 
the American Colonization society, de- 
claring that. colored men were not

1883 he published a pamphlet, “The

at Vicksburg, January 14, 1891.

'the sanguinary demands in the lead- 


ing journals for the hanging of emi- 
nent rebels, confiscation and penalties. 
Political journals exhibit far more of 
the spirit of the gospel than these 
Methodist journals, to say nothing of 
magnanimity.

“In this view of the matter I con- 
sider it the worst possible policy to 
agitate the subject of church _re- 
unions. Let the subject sleep. Let 
wise men be warned. Beware of the 
political ecclesiastics. Beware of the 
pretensions of those who can make 
presidents. They may some day un- 
make something. Let the southern 
church rest. Nobody has asked her 
to be united in wedlock. She has not 
rejected any proposal, My individual 
Opinion, however, is that none need 
be made, and further, if the Ameri- 
can people outside of all churches 
could view this unpleasant subject 
from my standoint they would united- 
ly join me in a solemn _ protest 
against any step towards the recon- 
struction of these sacred christian 
bodies, 


“Doubtless some people in the south 
may accept in a small way mission- 
aries from the northern church, and 
some in the north may desire once 
more to hear the gospel after the man- 
ner of the departed fathers. Let each 
take their course. The world is our 
parish. Millions are perishing—even 
under the shadows of 
ehurches—for want of the bread of 
life. Let Ephraim and Judah cease 
to vex each other. If the south. with 
the sword in her hand, could not dis- 
solve the union, the northern Meth- 
odist divines need give themselves no 
concern about the destinies of the na- 
tion, arising out of the independence 
of southern Methodism.

PROGRESS IN MINOR4SURGERY. 


A policy or practice that has been/|! 


imposed upon me by. years of experi- 
ence is this: I must never send any- 
body bad news. Rather than do so 
I'll ignore a question or tell a lie— 
that fs, evade an honest answer by 
saying I do not know or I am unable 
to form an opinion. Coupled with 
this policy, or rather covered by it, 
is the determination to give no mor- 


bid information, or at least to give 
none promiscuously. Of course this 
policy is a flexible one and it never 
stands in the way when I believe I 
can do any good by sending bad news 
or by furnishing morbid information. 
However, I am sole judge about that. 

Here is a communication from an 
anxious mother, and it affords me an 
opportunity to publish some _ good 
news—or at least to give some in- 
formation which should be good news 
to this particular mother and to many 
who share her ideas. She writes: 

“A week ago Saturday my little 
girl 4 years old, was hit with a ma- 
chine and broke her leg and smashed 
her face. The doctor had to put her 
leg in a plaster of Paris cast, and 
Monday he came and took it out of the 
cast and examined it and squeezed 
it and pulled it and put it back in 
the cast. Saturday morning he came 
and did the same thing. What I 
would like to know is whether that 
is proper treatment. I always thought 
the Jeg had to be left in the cast once 
it was put in till it was all healed. 
Please let me know as soon as possible 
because he said he would come back 
later in the week and repeat this 
treatment. . ..” 

It may have been the practice in 
old times to put a broken Jeg in splints 
or a cast and leave it undisturbed for 
several weeks. The old time doctors 
fancied that the main purpose of 
splints or plaster cast was to provide 
a substitute rigidity to take the place 
of the broken bone. Modern surgery, 
however, deals differently with such 
conditions. Nowadays the splint or 
cast is used merely as a support fof 
the muscles and other soft tissues, 
just as dressings, bandages or other 
supports are used for various wounds. 
The purpose of the splint or cast is 
to provide rest, which favors the 
healing process. 

But broken bones treated in the 
old-fashioned way—that is, by pro- 
longed immobility in splints or 
easts—had an unfortunate way of 
healing in an unsatisfactory way, 80 
that prolonged or even permanent 
functional impairment followed — the 
injury. Modern surgery strives to 
forestall this, and I believe the doc- 
tor in the case is giving the little 
patient the best possible treatment. 
Evidently he practices the modern 
methods. It is generally best to re- 
move a broken limb from splints or 
cast or other fixed dressing and care- 
fully massage and manipulate it a lit- 
tle every day or two after the first 
few days. Of course the 
knowledge and judgment guide him in 
doing this. Such practice, besides as- 
suring more satisfactory outcome of 
the injury, gives the patient greater 
comfort throughout the course of 
confinement. 

I know the older doctors used to 
apply splints and then “bind” them 
on with bandages that were in many 
cases uncomfortably _ tight. They 
meant well, but their knowledge of 
the pathology was inadequate. The 
modern surgeon has discarded all 
such crude methods. 

Popular notions about casts are 
mostly based on old time methods. 
Plaster of Paris splints or casts are 
often the most comfortable form of 
dressing available. There is no tor- 
ture, no ordeal. about wearing such a 
dressing, though the confinement nec- 
essarily has its annoyances. 

Laymen do well to lay aside their 
preconceived notions about the treat- 
ment of broken bones when this emer- 
gency occurs.

field and went up in a plane piloted 
by E. L. Stephens, also of Atlanta, 
for a performance.

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“T saw him jump,” said Mr. Beaty, 
“and expecting the parachute to open 
immediately turned my eyes away for 
a split second. 

“When I looked again the para- 
chute was not attached to the mans 
body and he was hurtling through the 
air. In a half a second he himself 
seemed to realize his parachute had 
failed him. 

“He threw out his arms and legs 
like a swimmer struggling in the wa- 
ter, as though he were trying to grasp 
something and save himself. 

“On and on the body came, with 
arms and legs outstretched, until it 
struck the ground in that position.” 

The parachute floated on down to- 
ward the earth, opening about the time 
McElveen fell on the ground. Exam- 
ination revealed, it was said, that one 
of the straps with which it was fas- 
tened to the body was broken and 
the other strap seemingly had not been 
hooked in its fastener. Coroner IR. 
F. Coleman announced he would hold 
an inquest tomorrow. 

McElveen, whose nickname was said 
to be “Jumping Jack,” and Stephens 
were members of a party that had been 
giving performances on a field near 
Florence since Friday. A second 
plane, piloted by F. A. Stone. was in 
the air at the time of the accident. 

Seen Here in July. 


McElveen was doing stunt flying 
with Mabel Cody’s flying circus at the 
time of the accident. According to 
telephone messages from members of 
the company, McElveen’s ’chute had 
opened perfectly and he was started 
for a perfect descent when the strap 
snapped while he was at a height es- 
timated as 2,000 feet. 

The young Atlantan had been work- 
ing in his risky calling for several 
years and was known as a fearless 
and able performer. His most recent 
appearance in’ Atlanta was at the 
time of the air derby at Candler field 
in the latter part of July. 

He lived at 1371 Graham street and 
is survived by his mother, two broth- 
ers and three sisters. The body will 
be brought to Atlanta for funeral 
services and interment.

forecast came through at noon, and 
it did not reopen. In anticipation of 
a lower crop estimate from the agri- 
culture deparement’s weevil, rain and 
drouth reports in the last month, how- 
ever, milling interests had bid up 
prices on the New York exchange as 
much as 20 points before closing. 

The forecast, reports indicate, cre- 
ated a somewhat panicky _ situation 
among New York traders, and many 
are said to have made haste to correct 
their position of antecipating a lower 
crop forecast by pushing selling or- 
ders by wire +o Chicago. 

That the cotton trade construed the 
department's Saturday forecast as 
“bearish” is indicated by many pri- 
vate estimates that the crop would 
be placed at around 13,000,000 bales, 
instead of 14,439,000 bales as issued, 
due to heavy damage to the crop in 
the heart of the cotton belt. 

Brokers are quoted as regarding the 
department's forecast as likely to 
cause continuation of hand-to-moufth 
buying, which the mills have been 
evidencing since the August 1 fore- 
cast. 

The last senate cotton investigation 
resulted from a similar alleged “bear- 
ish” forecast issued by the agricul- 
ture department last September. Some 
members of the committee and cotton 
farmers who testified at the hearings 
charged the department’s forecast was 
responsible for the Joss of millions of 
dollars to cotton farmers. It was 
charged also there had been a “leak’’ 
in the department permitting the fore- 
cast to reach certain cotton brokers 
before its formal issuance. ) 

This latter charge was never proved, 
but the committee which handled the 
investigation .made a report to the 
senate recommendingt certain drastic 
changes in the methods of cotton 
trading.

By reasgu of a similar delay a re- 
vision of freight rates on fertilizers 
was delayed with great loss to’ the 
agricultural interests in Georgia, and 
ith the establishment of a higher 
rate than could have been justified in 
the first instance but for his dilatory 
tactics. 

In reply to a newspaper article by 
Commissioner McDonald in 1927 a 
majority of the Commission, express- 
ing themselves on his conduct as a 
Commissioner, said: “With the ex- 
ception of Commissioner McDonak, 
there is absolutely no dissension 
among the members of the Georgia 
Public Service Commission.” Chair- 
man James A. Perry, in a published 
statement under similar circumstances, 
said: “I have bent every energy of 
my being in an effort to restore this 
Commission to the confie>nce of the 
public that it enjoyee before Com- 
missioner McDonald came on this 
Commission.”

Field After Bobby. 


Judgment of the course, standard of 
championship play and everything per- 
taining to this thirty-second national 
amateur championship is rated 
‘terms of Robert T. Jones. 
' Every man who qualifies for the 
match play will go to the starting tee 

‘against Robert Jones with one thought 
in mind—*T have nothing to lose and 
‘all to gain.” The old cry has not 
ichanged. The experts all say, “the 
man who beats Jones wins the title.” 

That is the “pack of hounds” faced 
by the grizzly of golf as he tees off 
this morning to qualify for the ama- 
teur tournament. 

And his pathway on this 
chase not to be traversed with 
‘coasting bicycle. 

The bulldog form of George Von 
'Elm throws its shadow across his path 
‘and the more stalwart figure of Jess 
'Sweetser stands beside him, but these 
‘shadows are not as fearful to the 
‘champion as some of the others that 
‘throw indistinct shades across’ the 
'eourse. When Bob Jones meets these 
‘two men or any one of half a dozen 
‘others who rank near him in prowess

The man he should and does fear is 
the “unknown” who meets him in the 
early 18-hole rounds. The man who 
has “everything to gain and nothing 
to lose.” If history is any indication 
of the future these men will play In- 
spired golf against Robert Jones and 
it is more than possible that they 
will send him out of the play before 
the long rounds are reached. Brae 
Burn is .a course fitted to this out- 
come. e 

It tempts “long chances and re- 
wards them most generously. The 
comparative unknown who plays Rob- 
ert Jones will take every chnace in 
the world. He knows he will have to 
in order to stand any chance of vic- 
tory. If he has luck and the “long 
chances” break for him the result 
ean be nothing but defeat for the 
champion. There has been no sign 
thus far that Bob Jones 1s anywhere 
near the top of his game and whether 
or not he can bring himself to the top 
in time to meet the long-shot boys on 
Tuesday and Wednesday is a big prob- 
lem. 


Many Stellar Golfers. 

There are many of them and among 
their number are some very tine 
golfers. ee 

Just for instance, there is George 
Voight, as fine a shot maker as the 
game has today. If the former Wash- 
ington amateur qualifies he is dan- 
gerous, for he is a fine mechanical 
golfer, ae: : 

Frank Dolp, who just finished win- 
ning the western open, 1s another of 
the dark horses who might knock of! 
the champion. He is an exasperat- 
ing golfer, playing every shot slowly 
and a natural “goat-getter’’ in any 
match. He also knows his golf. 

Then there is Phillips Finlay, who 
drives a golf ball consistently farther 
than any living human. Brae Burn 
will reward his long drives if he can 
make his putter mind. Watts Gunn 
‘¢ hitting the ball remarkably well 
! ond if he is found in the same bracket 
with Robert he is likely to make an 
interesting day of it. One could go 
en and name any one of a score of 
young golfers who threaten the pres- 
tige of Jones in the first two matches 
if they are drawn to meet him, but 
the fact underlying all the selections 
i¢ the same. Every man Jack of the 
lot is waiting just around the corner 
from fame. 

They may meet Robert Jones and 
if so they may win their way to un- 
dying fame while they stand to lose 
nothing if they go down to defeat. 

Unfortunate Situation. 

It is perhaps an unfortunate situa- 
tion but one that cannot be altered. 

The whole field is waiting for Bob 
Jones and if he can stay near the top 
of his game their wait will be in vain. 
Win or lose, he is the greatest of them 
all and they know it. That's what 
makes his fight against the pursuing 
hounds harder than any man has ever 
faced.

French Stars 
Are Favored 
Over Rivals 


Experts See Nothing But Vic- 


* tory for Tri-Color War- 


riors at Forest Hills. 
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New York, September 9.—(/)—It 
will be the field against the French 
when the national singles tennis cham- 

ionship gets under way at Forest 
Hills tomorrow afternoon. 


French domination of the courts 
has become so complete in recent 
years that no critic is hardy enough 
to predict anything but the tri-color’s 
third successive victory at Forest 
Hills. 


Undoubtedly the French threat is 
lessened in some respects by the ab- 
sence of Rene LaCoste, champion in 
1926 and 1927, but Henri Cochet and 
Jean Borotra still are entered again. 
In the field of 64, drawn from Eng- 
land, Australia, Cuba, Japan anid 
Mexico, as well as from France and 
the United States, Cochet stands out 
head and shoulders above his rivals, 
with Borotra himself as close as any. 

Against this pairy the United States 
can offer George Lott and John Hen- 
nessey, but past experience would tend 
to prove that neither of these middle 
westerners yet is in the same class 
with either of the Frenchmen. But 
tennis is replete with upsets, and the 
United States is not ready to sur- 
render -her greatest championship 
again without a struggle.

Fifteen hundred miles from 
the fray, he watched their games, felt 
their defeats and gloried in their vic- 
tories, 

During the last few days Shocker 
had looked forward to the Sunday 
doubleheader between the Yanks and 
the Athletics that was to settle the 
American league leadership. He died 
without knowing the outcome. 


Said Yanks Would Win. 


7et me the morning paper,” said 
the famous pitcher an hour before his 
death. “I wont to see who's going to 
pitch the games today.” 

“But vou can’t read,” said the 
nurse, “Your condition won't permit 
it. 
“Oh yes, I can read,” replied Shock- 
er. “I must see who's going to pitch.” 

At his insistence a paper was pro- 
cured, 

“I'll be better today,’ he said. “I'll 
the Yanks are going to win.”

A Veteran Hurler. 


Shocker was one of the mainstays 


of the Yankee pitching staff last year. 


His famous spit ball won 18 games 
while he was losing six. Last winter 
he became ill of heart trouble and had 
been constantly under’ the care of 
physicians since December 20. He 
was unable to regain his 1927 form 
and was released by the Yankees on 
July 7 of this year. 


Shocker came to Denver five weeks 
ago to pitch in a local semi-pro base- 
ball tournament. He lost his last 
game to Rube Schauer, former Giant 
pitcher. Pneumonia set in and he was 
ordered to a hospital. 

Shocker was born in Detroit Sep- 
tember 22, 1891, and broke into or- 
ganized baseball as a catcher for 
Windsor, Border league club, in 1915. 
He was quickly switched when the 
management noted his pitching possi- 
bilities. He was sold to Ottawa in 
1914 for $600 and then turned over 
to the Yanks in 1915 for $750. 

The big pitcher drifted to Toronto 
in the International league, had a 
brief sojourn with the Yanks in 1917, 
and then went to the St. Louis Amer- 
ieans. It was while he was with the 
Browns that Shocker’s spit ball pitch- 
ing became famous. He went to the 
Yanks in 1924 and pitched successful- 
ly until this season. 

Tried Comeback. 

The baseball fever gripped Shocker 
after he had announced his retirement 
early this spring. .-He tried to over- 
eome his physical weakness but the 
strain was too great and his release 
followed. 

Besides Mrs. Shocker he is survived 
by a son, Clitus, 18, employed in his 
unele’s brokerage firm in St. Louis. 
The body will. be sent to St. Louis, 
where the Shockers have an electric 
and radio business.

Hunter Manufacturing and Commis- 
sion company, of New York, says: 

“Notwithstanding the two holidays 
on Saturday and Monday, our weekly 
gales exceeded production by about 
121-2 per cent. Theer was a splendid 
demand for gray goods, including prac- 
tically all constructions of print cloths, 
many of sheetings and the various 
constructions of wide goods. In our 
colored goods division we booked a 
very satisfactory business, with 82 
per cent of our orders on ginghams 
going to export. There was also an 
increased demand for chambrays, tiek- 
ings and hickories, and a decided im- 
provement in the demand for flannels. 
On fine and fancy goods the demand 
continued good, and we believe that 
some time during the next few months 
the supply will be considerably below 
the demand for many of these con- 
structions. The strike in New Bed- 
ford has played an important part in 
this betterment. 

“Reports from the retail trade in- 
dicate satisfactory business for the 
month of August, and, due to warm 
weather, the volume of business on 
wash goods was extremely good, 
which is most encouraging from the 
standpoint of cotton goods. Montgom- 
ery Ward's sales for August showed 
an increase of 23 per cent over Au- 
gust, 1927, and Sears-Roebuck, for 
the same month, an increase of 20.9 
per cent. While chain stores continue 
to increase their number, it is inter- 
esting to note that with this increase 
there is some decline in the volume 
per store. The Federal Reserve Bank 
of Chicago reports the number of 
stores operated by 25 reporting chains 
was 2.389 in July against 2,553 in 


June, an increase: of 11-2 per cent, 
but the aggregate sales fell off 81-2 
per cent from the preceding month. As 
compared with July, 1927, the num- 
ber of stores operated gained 21 per 
cent, but sales were only 14.4 per 
cent greater. As a result, average 
sales per store in July were 5.5 per 
cent lower than in July, 1927. 
“Encouraging reports continue to 
come in from the raincoat and oiled 
clothing sales. Going back to last fall, 


this trade did a large business during 


‘August, September and October, but, 
due to the very light rainfall from 
November until May, stocks in the 
hands of manufacturers, jobbers and 
retailers accumulated. However, with 
the large rainfall during this summer, 
these stocks have been moved and the 
outlook now is for considerable in- 
crease in consumption of cotton goods 
from these trades. Then, too, style 
has played an important part in in- 
creasing the demand for both gar- 
ments made from oiled cloth and rub- 
berized fabrics. 

“The large tire producers report 
volume this summer considerably in 
excess of any previous summer, and 


mand during the fall and winter 
months. Considering the very large 
number of new cars placed in service 
in the past three years, many of which 
will require tire replacements during 
the winter and «pring, the dealers will 
have little hesitancy in covering their 
needs during the fall months, and will 
take advantage of the usual spring 
dating terms which as a rule become 
effective on November 1.
